The story of the Merchant Marine is a 


; gallant one, but unglamourized. In the bat- 
tle of supply, America has all but obliterated 
that axiom that a successful war must not 
extend far beyond its base of supply. 
Con- 


sider that the United States not only has 
fought on two general fronts, which is 
against the rules, but in the case of the 
Pacific war on front lines removed from 
main bases of supply by almost impondera- 
ble distances. And both our war have met 
jvith brilliant successes. 


One of the reasons why this was possible 


Is the miracle of the home front production. 
Another vital reason why American strate- 
gists dare extend their lines of supplies to 
hitherto unheard of distances is the United 
States Merchant Marine. There is no 
seg- 


ment of America's war effort which has met 
its duties with firmer resolve. 


The Merchant Marine Act of 1936 headed 


America's merchant licet toward a position 
In world commerce which it rightfully should 
have. But when Pearl Harbor came few 
more than 55,000 men were manning a cargo 
fleet of little more than a thousand ships, 
many of them obsolete. This was the sea 
lifeline of America, a major power. Today 
the number of ships have been quadrupled 
and there arc about 200,000 officers and 
men. 


This means that American products can 


be shipped abroad at the rate of 8,000 tons 
an hour 'round the clock, throughout the 
year. And the pace continues.

Let mo put it this 
way: Men may, in some countries, be atheists or

Their roots are so deeply 
Imbedded in the Catholic doctrine of the family 
for Instance, that no matter what they think, they 
act, they live by its philosophy. 


Of course, in most Catholic countries, the mas* 


ot the people add to the habits of living, the in- 
sistence upon the sacraments. For them—and ii

sacraments is the difference between Heaven and 
Hell. And they do not want Hell hereafter even

Thc Catholics 
like their own hospitals and orphanage!;. They 
have seminaries, monasteries and nunneries: many 
of them join disciplined orders. 
All Catholics, in 


matters of faith and morals, must accept the Pope 
as Infallible and they are expected lo live accord- 
ingly. Therefore, a Papal Encyclical, even if ap- 
plying the moral law to a political or social ques- 
tion, is binding upon every Catholic in whatever 
country. In matters not affcctinc faith or morals. 
the individual is free to pursue his own conscience 
and judgment. 
Also, the Catholic is taught that 


man is created in the image of God and possesses 
the grace of free-will »nd therefore the capacity 
to act according to his own judgment, to correct 
hit errors, to confess his sins, to repent and do 
penance for them.
